Fleet and took this Iſland, and having Summon'd the 

Men together, the French Governour one Cladare made 
a Speech to the Engliſh, (by the aboveſaid Col. Baut. 
who was Interpreter) which was, That they were now all 
+ Priſoners of War, and were at his Mercy; but all that 
© would take the Oath of Allegiance to his Maſter the King 
of France, ſhould ſtay upon the Land, and have ſuch a 
part of their Eſtate as they ſaw Meet; but ſuch as re- 
© fuſed, muſt go away Priſoners. This ſtruck no ſmall Ter- 
ror in the Inhabitants, conſidering they muſt leave their Wives 
and Children to be expos'd to the Mercy of the Indians, 
who were at that time upon the Land; all this while the 
Engliſh were encompals*'d with a File of Soldiers to keep 
them in, ſo after ſome ſmall Conſideration, the Oath being 
tender?d, they conſented to take it, which was on this Man. 
ner; That they ſhould not Fight againſt his Majeſty of France 
during this preſent War, and to Live under the French Go- 
. vernment; 
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. nor for him, for we can Act no more for one 
the other in matter of War, only as the King of Eng- 
land is our natural Prince, we muſt own Allegiance unto 
him; ſo the Governour being informed what we ſaid, he 
bad us hold up our Hands, in Teſtimony 
of what we ſaid: But this Col. Buntiy, who before accuſed 
Friends of Seducing the Kings Subjects, proved not himfelf 
ſo Faithful when Tryal came, as the People called Quakers, 
and indeed their Reward: was-according to their Work; for 
ſoon after came the Engliſh Fleet, and notwithſtanding the 
Oath; this Burk and others went to retake Chriſtophers, where. 
at Landing they were miſerably Slain, and near one thouſand:

Pj)hilliʒ Niarner then Governour of Antigua, endea vour'd 
to put in Practice, and Impriſoned John Hamphry, Henry Gray- 
don, and Jonas Langford, for their cauſing their People to 
Work on that Day, the ſixth Day of the Week, and Fined 
them about five Thouſand Pounds of Sugar, but before it 
could be Levied, Wheeler was turn'd out, and Cob William 
Stapleton ſucceeded him, and continues ſtill, and : reverſs'd: the 
Order made by Col. Warner, and took off the Fine, and 


hath been Moderate to Friends fince his Government here; 


T think fit to mention the Names of ſome that had a Hand 
in cauſing Friends to Suffer; the firſt was Cal. Robert Cardes; 
who perſecuted Friends for ſpeaking to a Drunken Prieſt, 
named Thomas Beadle, who was afterwards Murdered by the 
Indians, and ſome others, at the ſame time was Col. Carden 
taken by the Indians, and his Head and Hand cut off, Col. 
Bunkly as I mentioned before, was wounded at Chriſftophery, 
and died in Prifon of his Wounds; Col. Warner is, and hath 
been very much impaired in his Eſtate, and now is under 
Suffering in his Perſon; and thus our God is known by his 
executing Judgments upon his Enemies, and alſo by keeping 
and upholding his Suffering People, who count not their Li- 
berty nor Eſtates dear to them, in Compariſon of that Preci- 

ous Teſtinfony they have for the Truth, and hath and ſhall 
ſurvive all that oppoſe it, fo Bleſſed and Happy are all that 
take part with it, and are Faithful to the End.

Edmund Flull coming to the ſaid Town, and underſtanding 
what Cruelty was acted by the faid Mallets, he having been 
that Day at the Governours with fome other Priends, and 
having had ſome Diſcourſe with the Governour concerning 
Friends Sufferings, the Governour told them, he had ordered 
Major Mallet not to Commit any of our Friends, that had any 
vilible Eſtate ; which the ſaid Hull went and inform'd the 
{aid Mallet off, at which he after his ſort of Manhood, ſtruck 
the ſaid Hull ſeveral Blows with a blew Wyth. 3 

Thus was the Lord our God pleafed to ſuffer the Patience 
of his Suffering People to be tried, as in all Ages, that ſo

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About the time: aforeſaid; three Months after 
Jun Haydon and Thomas Cox was Committed Priſoners 0 
the Fort, the Governour ſent an Order to the ſaid Mals to 
releaſe them, at which he was not a little tormented ig his 
Mind, for he urged the Governour often to give him the Powe 
er of the Militia, that ſo he might vent his Malice upon the 
Innocent, but thro all his Crueſty, hath the Lord our God 
delivered his People, and made them both able and willing 
to ſuffer all that unreaſonable Men have been ſuffered to lay 
upon them, Bleſſed be his Holy Name for evermore. 
No after the releaſe of the above-mentioned John Haydox, 
Thomas Cox, and Samuel Sizemore, Friends were pretty quiet 
from Perſecution; by reaſon of Governour Warner's Moderation 
towards — which — op during his Government. 
Then he being removed, General Stapleton appointed Capt. 
wah Watkins, and Capt. Pas! e the Hard, 
ho continued likewiſe Moderate to us. J 2823 6.7% 
Then after them, being it the Year 1678. came Col. 
mot Vaughan from Weis, impowered by the General, Nu. 
am Stapletow, who ſoon began to Breath out many Threat - 
nings againſt us, vis. If we did not bear Arms, and find 
our Servants ſome likewife, with other Proviſions for War, 
(which we could not do for Confcience Sake) he would Fine 
us according to the Act, which was five hundred Pounds of 
Tobacco, or Sugar, for every one that ſhould appear intheir 
Exerciſing Place (fo called) without Guns, and for every time 
ſo appearing ; bur if they did not appear at all, it was but 
Pounds for each time; they met commonly once a Month. 
This Cloud being gathered, appeared very Dark and Thick, 
and ſeemed to contain much Matter in it, but behold the good 
Hand of God ordered it, that in a little time it blew over, 
for the Country Articled againſt the ſaid Col. Yawghan to the 
General, who removed him from the Goverameat ; thea the 
aforeſaid Capt, Jerimiah Watkins, and Capt. Pau!

Command us; but Friends having a weightier Work upon 
their Spirits, gave little anſwer to him, till by his continual 
urging us to depart, and give him our anſwer, we demanded 
his Power, which he unwillingly produced; a Copy of which 
we could not get, only one of us read it; but we refuſing to 
depart, but in the Will of God, in whoſe! Will we came 
there; the ſaid 1 8 ſent, as we ſuppoſe, and as we heard 
afterwards, this John Auſtin to the oft · named Thomas Mallet, 

' who was then a Lieut. Collonel, who in a ſhort time came 
himſelf {ſo earneſt he was to ſuppteſs any Appearance of 
Good) he being a very vicious Man, both in Life and Con- 
verſation, and ſoon after his coming in, fell to his wonted 

Work of Violence and Force, and cauſed ſeveral Friends to 

be hauled out of the Meeting; the aforeſaid John Auſtin be- 

ing very Active in his wicked Work, but among this rude 
Company, a young Man named John Quiube appeared more 
moderate than the reſt, for he reproved ſome of thein ; for 
indeed, beſides their rude Carriage to us, their common 
Communication was very filthy and unclean, mixed with 

F ſeveral grievous Oaths, to the grief of all that were preſent, 

and truly feared the Lord; ſo Friends being departed, in 
ſome ſhort time a Friend Wrote to Capt. Paal Lee, concern- 

ing his Warrant, and the Execution of the fame, a Copy of 
the Letter follows. |

And now Friend, I cannot but in Gods 
Fear, warn thee to take heed what thou doſt in this matter, 
for it's ſafer for thee to tale the Counſel of Wiſe Gamaliel, tothe 
Perſecuting Jews, than to be forward and haſty in a Matter 
of ſo great Moment as this i- No conſider ſeriouſly whe- 
ther che Carriage of- theſe Men towards us were not rather 
- Heatheniſh, than hecoming true Chriſtians, for Men to. lie 
in wait in the Woods with Guns and Swords, and then be- 
ing called, to come ruſhing in upon us, more like Beaſts of 
_ than meer Mortal Men; ſurely theſe Actions will be a 
Diſparagement to your Prieſts and Profeſſion, rather than a 
Credit; for T am ſure the Devil had much Work done that 
Day, for many Oaths were Sworn, and much filthy Commu- 
nication, while we were- ſtill and quiet, to the Diſhonour of 
God, and the grief of us, his People; the rude Haulings, 
Threatnings to be Beaten, and falſe Accuſations laid to our 
Charge, would take up more time to particularize than I in- 
tend ar preſent ; my purpoſe being only to put thee in mind 
of the danger that will follow all that ſeek to hinder us from 
 Worſhipping our God in the Spirit, and in the Truth, for 

God is not Worſhipped in Temples made with Mens Hands, 
tho' it were as Jeruſalem and Samaria; for the Lord's Peo- 
ple are a Spiritual People, and in his Spirit they Worſhip 
him, and the natural Man diſcerns not the things of God, 
tho? never ſo naturally Learned, but the Spiritual Man di- 
ſcerns all things; even the deep things of God; therefore we 


cannot beg or intreat any _— Liberty to Worſhip God, for, 
a5 : it 
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it is not Mans Work to preſcribe away. of Worſhip for any; 
but it is the Work of the Spirit alone, that leads to the 2 
ritual Worſhip, and is acceptable in the ſight of God; there- 
fore in true Love, I warn and exhort thee, to take heed of 
ahuſing thy Power, and turn not the edge of the Sword that 
is put into thy Hand, for puniſhing the Evil doer, againſt 
him that put it there, leaſt thou be laid by, as not fit for 
the Service of God, for it is a ſad thing to ſee the Innocent af- 
flicted, and open Profaneneſs and Ungodlineſs fo abound in 
the Streets and publick Places, ſo that a great Crop of un- 
eleanneſs may be gathered And now Friend, I have heard 
that there hath been ſome Diſcourſe between my Friend Ea. 
mund Hull and thee, and that thou haſt promiſed to appoint 
a Meeting to diſcourſe of the Principles of Religion, which if 
thou be as good as thy Word, will be a very fair way of deal- 
ing; but I hope thou will be more Punctual than Prieſt 
Wil am Jones, who Writ me a Paper, and: Promiſed a Meet- 
ing, but performed it not, neither anſwer'd; my Paper ſent 
him, tho' ſome Months paſt, which ſeems to reflect upon 
him. Much might be ſaid to thy Warrant, and the many 
hard things contained therein, but ſhall refer that till the 
Meeting, for indeed it is not ſtrange to us to be hated of all 
Men; yea, they that have killed our Bodies, and plundered 
our Eſtates, have thought they have done God Service, but 
it is ſafe for thee, and all that mind the Light of Chriſt 
Jeſus, in the Conſcience with which all Men coming into 
the World are enlightened, and then thou wilt take the 
good Husbandman's Advice, to let the Tares and Wheat 
grow together'rill the great Harveſt, at which time, each ſhall 
have its Portion, the Tarts for the Fire, the Wheat gathered 
into the Barn. Thus I have in the Innocency of my Heart, 
cleared my Conſcience of what hath for {ome time lain up-
